Washington, April 23 —UPl—Presi- 


dent Truman's national health in- 
surance program to provide medi- 
cal aid hospital care 1'or millions 
of Americans faces rough and slow 
"oing in congress. 


But some critics of that 
plan 
predicted that the 
general 
idea 


contained in the rest of Mr. Tru- 
man's 
far-reaching 
health pro- 
gram probably will be translated 
into law after 
a 
thorough-going 
study. 


Besides the national 
insurance 


plan, the program the 
president 


sent to congress yesterday calls 
for: 


(1) Special financial aid to help 
medical 
schools expand (2) in- 
creased aid for 
construction 
of 


lospitals ad other medical facili- 
ties (3) more money for the pub- 
lic health preventive and disease 
control services. 


Mr. Truman has called 
for 
a 
system 
of 
pre-paid 
insurance 


many times before, and the gen- 
eral reaction for and against the 
plan followed 
pretty 
much 
the 
same pattern this time. 


Critics said it would lead to so- 


cialized and nationalized medicine, 
friends of the plan contended it 
is the only way to provide ade- 
quate medical and hospital care 
for all. 


The administration is expected 


:o send a bill covering the whole 
program, to the 
capitol 
Monday. 
Persons familiar with it said 
the 


program would work this way: 


Wage earners and salaried work- 


ers generally would be taxed about 


L 1-2 per cent of their, income up 
:o $4,800 a year. Employers would 
iave to match that amount. 
Hence, a worker making $4,800 


a year would have $72 a year de- 
ducted form his pay. His employer 
would be taxed an equal amount. 
A worker who made only $2,400 a 
year would be taxed only half as 
much — $36 a year. The employ- 
er's contribution would be halved, 
too. 


The self-employed 
would have 
to pay the entire tax — about 3 
per cent on the first $4.800 of in- 
come. While only the breadwinners 
of a family would be taxed, the in- 
surance protection would apply to 
every member of the family. 


Social 
security

drafted the program estimated the 
cost of the insurance feature 
at 


between ?4,500",000,000 and $6,000,- 
000,00 a year. 


The tax system would 
operate 


like the present 
social 
security 


program, which levies 
two 
per 


cent on the first $3,000 of annual 
income, split between workers and 
employers.

fered other plans 
for

benefits and the like.

15 per cent.

cast that the "show must go on"
